and its vicinity. 

Man in the social state has not the privilege of acting merely for his 
own pleasure or interest. He owes duties to his country & to the se- 
ciety with which he stands connected that are indispensable. "To neg- 
lect them, is to forfeit his claim to patriotism, morality, or Christian- 
ity. Every individual is bound by the social eempact, as well as by 
the law of God, to render every possible service to the communty to 
which he belongs. All are to be active and zealous for the publick 
good. And ifany practice becomes prevalent which is highly mjurt- 
ous either to the community or to individuals, all are bound te use 
their influence to check and suppress that practice. ‘These remarks 
are self-evident ; and, under the impression of their correctness and im- 
portance, this Association has been induced to address the inhabitants 
of this place in particular, and their fellow-citizens in general, respect- 
ing ecertainimmoral practices which prevail, & whichhave always been 
jvrae Wijriods to Individda's anato sosiety. Kis a feet, that there are 
many immoralities prevalent amongst us, and throughout our country. 
Bat it is our intention to confine our remarks to a few of the grossest, 
and such as stand opposed, not only to the law of God, but also to the 
jaws of our country. 

PROFANE SWEARING. 

THE practice of profane swearing has become lamentably preva- 
ientamong many of our citizens, both young and old, That the 
name of the infinitely hely and tremendous God shou!d not be used in 
a light, trifling manner, is a dictate of reason. Are we endowed with 
the power of speech, by which we may and ought to adore and 
praise God’; and shail these powers be prostituted to his dishonour, 
and tothe profanation ef his name ? Hear what the law of God says, 
on this subject: “ Thow shall not take the name of the Lord, thy God 
invain ; for the Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh his 
mein vain.” He who ts your God; He who made and supports 
you ; and He who will shortly bring you to judyment, has commiand- 
ed you not to trifle with his name, not to profane it in your common 
conversation, by the frequent, unnecessary, and vain repetition of it. 
This divine and reasonable command is recognised by our Leg'sla- 
ture, and by them engrossed among our statute laws ma form that 
cannot be misunderstood. It reads thus in an Act entitled an act for the 
prevention of certain immoral practices ; Scet. 3. “Ifany person of 
the age of fourteen years or upwards shall grofanely curse, damn, or 
swear by the name of God, Jesus Chrict, or the Holy Ghost, each 
and every person so offending, shall be Sued in a sura mot exceeding 
one dollar, nor less than twenty five cents.” Now we would se- 
tiously ask, if God and the Legislature have required us to make any 
sacrifice of pleasure or interest in this matter ?- What sense or faculty 
Can it grattiy, to transgress this prezept of God’s holy law, and this 
satn'e of our country? What profit is ihere in the practice, either tem- 
poral or eternal? Nene. Why then disobey a command, rational 
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in itself, and which requires no sacrifiee ? Reader, if thou be a pre- 
fane swearer, reflect for one moment upon the nature of this practice, 
God says, “ Thou shall not profane my wame :” you say, “I will. Thy 
name ‘IT will not reverence. Vt shall be profaned and bandied about by 
me as I please, I will curse, and swear, and call upon thee, as a being 
stibject to my ¢ommanis, to damn persons and things, and ¢yen ny 
own soul; brtat the same time, thou must not damn my'soul, buthole 
me innocent inall this.” Infatuated mortal! and do you thus, with- 
out any bribe, without any consideration of interest or pleasure, volun - 
teer your services against the God that made you? You plainly puf 
the question at issue between you and the Omnipotent, who shall 
reign, and who shall have his own will. Cam you suppose that he 
will give upto you; that he will let you have your will, in mocking 
him, and in rendering his name contemptible so far as is in your pow - 
er? No; youcannot. Whoever hardened himselfagainst the Almigh- 

ty and prospered ? If God has speken the truth; if he supports his 

own dignity and the honour of his nantc, he cannot, ke will not hold 
you guiltless. If you do not repent and turn te him with humble 
supplication, your oaths, and all the imprecations, you have uttered 

agamst others, and against your own soul, will light with fearful yen. 

geanee upon vour head, when God calls you to an account. 

We hiope there are none who can sincerely plead, that it is necessa- 
ry to practise profane swearing, in order to support what is termed the 
gentleman. To all it an accomplishment, shocks common sense, and. 
is dsareasm on good breeding. Men of atniable accomplishments, 
and refined manners are to be found, who have unhappily acquired 
the hab of profanity ; but ngne such age found to advocate its proprie- 
ty. AM rho know what belongs to good breeding condemn the ha-’ 
bit as vuigar and uiterly unbecoming the gentleman. It disqualifies 
for passing agrecably in almost any mixed company. Yor, however 
prevalent profanity is among us, there are still many to whom the 
practice is offensive and odious. They consider God as their great- 
est, theirdearest, their best friend, and cannot but be offended when 
they hear his name profancly or lightly used. Is it not offensive to 
you, to hear the name of a friend traduced and vilified without any 
just cause ? Avoid the habit of thus using the name of your Maker = 
for if you indulge the habit, you will often be insensibly transgres- 
sing the rules of commun decorum, and be acting a part utterly un- 
becoming the gentleman. 

“ Maintain your rank, vulgarily despise : 
“ To swear, is neither brave, polite, nor wise.” 

If there be any, who still consider it their privilege to indulge inthis 
practice, proseribed by the law ef God, the law of the land, and the 
principles of good breeding, let them consider, that this practice is also 
very unfriendly to the honcur and welfare of society. tis a well 
known fact, that the profane and frequent use of God’s name takes 
awzy from the minds ef menthe seeredness of a lawful oath; so that 
true and faithful! testimony, is with difficulty, obtained in necessary 
cases. Property end life are by perjury put in jeopardy, and officers 
are found unfaithful in the discharge of their sworn duties. And how 
ean H be otherwise where profanity prevails? He who can in his 
common conversation so trifle with the name ef God, as to evidence 
that he has no fear of God before his eves, can have bat littl regard 
for an oath. He who hes harditioed enon fa call upon God to 
danin his soul upon every trivial orcasion, wil! vot be afraid to hazard 
his soulin ealling apon God to witness a falsehood, or to witness un- 
faithfalness inaneciiee, when a temptation is thrown in his way. 
So bind sach aman with an oath. iste bied a gisnt with a straw, 
And of this we have too many lamentable preois in this day ef profas 
nity and irreligion. 
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MEDICAL. 

The following observations, by a Physician of 
eminence in Richmbnd, on the prevailing 
Evidemick Sore Throat deserves, seme at- 
tention at the present time. In the north- 

. eastern counties of our state, this disease has 

proved very. fatal, and several cases of it, 

though not violent, have occurred in the 
neighbourhood of Raleigh. — Star. 
From the Richmond Inquirer. 
The Epidemick Sore Throat, which now 
desolates séveral counties net far from the Me- 
tropolis, is supposed to be a new disease, and 
has received many names. _ It is the same epi- 
demick which prevailed in this country the 
last winter, and proved so fatal, until its cha- 
racter wasunderstood. Inthe Virginia Argus 
of last April, E described the disease as an 

Epidemick Catarrhal Fever, or Malignant 

Influenza, meither contagious nor mortal if 

properly treated. | 

After describing the manner in which it af- 
fected the head and breast, I stated—<‘* But 
there is another mode of attack more to be 
tlreaded because of its more rapid progress.— 
The force of the disease is sometimes spent 
upon the fauées and throat, producing an in- 
flammatory quinsy whichthreatens & has oc- 
casioned suffocation in from 15 to 18 heurs 
from the attack. This form of the disease, 
(as wellas that attacking the head and breast} 
is introduced by shivering, heact aslie, seuffiug 
of the nese, hoarseness, and a spitting of while 
frothy mucus from the throat, with very little 
cough, dnd a breathlessness. ‘The patients 
rise up from bed declaring they mmet choak, 
complain of giddiness amd faintness,and some- 
times puke. © The temefaction of the throat 's 
not always great esough to account for those 
alarming suffocating feelings. “Phe nutseles of 
respiration, and particalarty of the glottis. must 
be spasmodically aiected. One of these 
paroxysms could not be survived many mi- 
nutes. Neither the breathing nor cough, re- 
semble croup, Very large glandular swellings 
sometimes occur about the neck.” 

From a congestion or accumulation of blood 
in the vessel of the threat the inflamation looks 
remarkably dark, and is covered in some 
parts with mispisated mucus, or coagulating 
lymph, which gives a most alarming aspect to 
the discase. It is these appearances which 
have caused it to be called Patrid Sore Fhroat. 
Fatal mistake ! for the treatment proper in the 
latter disease, urges the inflammation &swel- 
ling of the former to suffecation. 'Fhese 
white crusts do not conceal ulcers, nur is the 
breath offensive, as im putrid sore throat. Ta- 
sicad of red pepper aad blue stone gareies, 
and washes, found so asefal in Putrid: Sove 
Throat, the mildest and most assuasive appll- 
cations are required ia the prevailing epi- 
demick. An in‘usion of red rose leaves, with 
a little allum in it; lead water, or barley wa- 
ter slightly ascidulated with elixir of vitriol or 


’ 
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muriatic acid, make the best kind of gargles be applied like a poultice td the throat 


which should never be applied witha mop. 


- For the disease, affecting either the head, ~ 
breast or throat, the general indications of cure 


are—ist. Po moderate the violence of the 
fever atthe beginning, and thereby to reduce 
the inflammation, & prevent those fatal effu- 
sions of coagulating lymph on the brain, lungs 
and throat.—@adly. To excite and contimue 4 
moderate »perspiration—and Sly. To restore 
vigour to the weakened system. 

Phe first indication is performed by blood 
letting at the beginning regalated by the state 
of the pulse,* and the violence of the inflam- 
matory symptoms, which seldom last longer 
than two or three days. To bleed, after this 
stage, .is to destroy. the patient, or to plunge 
him into a state of lingering, typhoid debility. 
As a few dreps of blood from the nose have 
often relieved the head, might not a division of 
the temporal artery, er opening the jugular 
vein, be the best mode of taking blood in the 
violent head and throat cases? Vomiting and 
purging Sy ipeeacuanha, or tartar emetic and 
calomel combined, should next be used, and a 
large blister laid between the shoulders or 
around the throat. These three remedies 
promptly and boldly applied, seldom fail to 
disarm the disease of all its terror. A person 
in the greatest extremity of suffering ane of 
apparent danger, has been wp and about in a 
few days, by the use of these remedies only. 
Khe second is performed by giving tartar 
emetic, er James’s powder, in broken doses, 
and using wine whey, sage tea, or any mild 
tepid drink. A combination of tartar emetic 
1 Qe grain, opium 1.6, calomel and camphor 
each two grains, every four er six heurs,isa 
most efficient medicine ; it scldom fails to ex- 
cite perspiration, and if continued, in conse- 
quence of the obstinacy of ihe fever, will pro- 
duce a sulivation ; which with blistering, is 
the en'y remedy likely to ebviate the fatal ef- 
fects of effusion. ‘Fhe last indication, is to 
remove weakness, which is best done by a 
light natritive dief and exercise.

They propose to deliver tickets, each 
of which will entitle the bearer to-ae quart, 
tothe members of charitable institutions, phy- 
sicians and others who are in the hahit of vi- 
siting the abodes of wretchedness and want, 
that they may deliver themrte those that are de- 
serving. ‘T'o assist in the support of the es- 
tablishment, and to enable charitable house. 
Keepers to relieve the necessities of such as 
may apply at their doors ata eheap raie witha 
whelesome beverage, and in a way which 
cannot be misapplicd, it is proposed to dispose 
of tickets at four cents each. 

It is believed there are matry who would be 
willing to purchase Soun for their fam:lies at 
a moderate price, and one at which they could 
not make tt—snch as these will be supplied at 
the house to a certain extent at the above rate— 
In order to remove prejudiges arising froma 
supposition that good materials will not be 
used, all are invited to call and see for them- 
selves—nothing that has been previously cook- 
ed will be empioyed—persons producing suit- 
able recommendations will be regisiered, and 
thenceforward entitled to receive Soup with- 
out tickets. 

Donatiens in vegetables, floar, &c. will be 
thankfuily received at the house in Gaskill 
street. In this way farmers and others <lis- 
posed to assist in alleviating the distresses of 
the poor will have an opportumety of so doing.

Gen Jackson 
to Governour Blount, dated 
_ New. Or veans, Jan. 27, 1815. 

Sir—I enclose you-a paper that contains 
my andress and general order to the brave 
army I had the honcur to conmmarid on the 8th 
itist. An addition, I have to state, that the pri. 
soners taken on the retreat of the enemy, state 
tbat their whole loss, including Killed, wound. 
ed and missing, is estimated at 6000 ; and that 
Gen. Kean is dead ofhis wonnds, 

When the numbers are known that were 
im the action on our side, and those badly 
armed, it will nog be.accredited ; and particy. 
larly when the loss of the enemy is compared 
with my loss; which in killed, since the land. 
ing of the enemy, does net exceed 56. The 
unerring hand of Previeence shielded my me. 
from the showers ofballs, bombs and rocketsn 
when, on the other hand, it appeared that eve ; 
ry bomb and ball from our lines, was charged 
with the misson of death. The spirit of the 
British in this quarter is brken. They have 
failed im every attempt. They bombarded 
fort St. Philips for nine days throwing up- 
wards of 1000 long bembs exclusive of small 
ones, with no other effect than killing two and 
wounding 7; five of the latter so slightly that 
they are reported for duty. 

Mr. Shicids, purser of the navy, brave and 
full of enterprize, got a few volunteers, and 
with some small boats. pursued them as they 
were embarking—took a transport and burut 
her; several small boats, with one hundred & 
odd prisoners+—for the want of force was com. 
peled to parole a number—bringing with him 
in all 70 prisoners, including two officers, 
They have fost all their valuable officers, and 
the flower of their army. 

This argument will have greater weight at 
Ghent than any other; and I view it as the 
harbinger of peace. 

When you see the bravery of your country: 
men, you must fell proud that you govern snc 
people. They are worthy to be free: Gen. 
Coffee’s brigade, for the whole tire, literlly 
lay in aswamp, knee deep in mud andwater; 
and the whole of Gen. Carroll’s line bat little 
better. Still they sustained their privations 
without a murmur. Three thousand stand of 
arms more than [ had on the 8th, would, 
my opinion have plaeed the whole British ar- 
my in mv hands. But the Lord’s will be dove.
